1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the amendment and remarks filed on March 1, 2010 and September 2, 2009, 
no prior art could be found teaching or suggesting a guidewire comprising a material 
disposed between the core wire and the tubular member, wherein the material fills or 
partially fills at least some of the slots, as claimed in Claim 88; wherein the guidewire is 
free of another coil between the core wire and the tubular member other than the 
radiopaque coil, as claimed in Claim 99; and the core wire has an exterior surface, and 
wherein the exterior surface of the core wire adjacent the proximal end of the tubular 
member is free of a coil, as claimed in Claim 102.
